the  following  statenent.  At  or  about  5|$0  PM,  New  ij^co  Tine,  while  enroute 
to  the  wildeat  well  Asterada  Stats  RA,  within  a nile  of  the  location  1 observed 
the  following  phenenenont 

An  orange  red  ball,  wider  in  the  center  than  its  outer  edges 
appeared,  the  first  tine  I saw  it,  it  appeared  in  a vertical  position,  I would  say 
it  lasted  ten  seconds,  it  seeaed  to  cone  forward  and  then,  though  it  did  not 
actually  stop,  it  seeaed  to  stop  coning  forward  and  receded*  1 thou^t  at  first 

tho  sun  was  coning  back  out  (it  was  raining  very  hard)  and  the  rainstora  was

going  to  cease.  A few  seconds  later  it  reappeared,  this  tisw  nueh  closer,  (it 
seesMd  to  stop  raining)  1 would  say  naybe  a nile  or  a nile  and  a half  away,  in 
a horlsMtal:.’ oosition.

It  waa  larger  than  the  largott  plrno  I have  over  toon  ( A B-36  or  B-29  la  the  largest 
I have  aeon,  I d on*t  know  the  tjrpo  ^anot  the  air  force  hat  but  have  teen  one  with 
6 propellort  and  I beUowe  that  la  the  9-29.)  It  cane  tlowly  In  a gliding  natter,  getting 
cloaer  aM  eloter,  I thou^t  at  firat  it  al(^t  be  a tornado  or  a lightning  bolt,  I thought 
1 would  atop  but  tben  decided  to  proceed  aa  quickly  aa  I could,  It  caae  down  In  a alow  glide  , 
then  finA&ly  again  without  aeeadng  to  atop  It  headed  back  weat.  It  seened  to  bank  Juat  a 
little,  the  aouth  end  going  up  and  the  north  end  down,  then  it  rededed  and  diaaiTareu. 

third  tine  1 aaw  It  wao  a few  aeeonda  later,  it  waa  headed  aouth 
and  naTbe  a little  weet,'  sore  aouth  than  weat,  thla  time  it  appeal  acre  aa  a round  ball, 
but  larger  than  before.  Looked  like  a large  eonet,  then  it  disappeared.  1 was  very 
excited  and  atlU  driving  aa  fast  aa  1 could,  maybe  tern  milea  an  hour.  ( The  roads  were 
soft  and  filled  with  water)* 

1 reached  the  rig  and  told  the  driller  and  one  of  the  roughnecks 
about  it,  they  did  not  see  nothing.  On  my  way  to  the  rig  after  the  last  view  of  the 
object  I thought  I aaw  a gray  hill  like  mass  in  the  distance  looking  weat,  looked  like  some  aeatt 
ered  gray  objects  coming  down.  There  are  no  hills  in  the  area,  my  beat  estimate  would  be  that 
the  hill  was  200  feet  high,  it  appeared  a mile  away. 

After  being  at  the  rig  probably  ten  minutes  it  seemed  to  get  lighter 
outside  and  two  apparent  patches  of  light  to  the  south  appeared.  They  were  probably  two  miles  awa^ 
on  the  horiaon.  ^our  small  clouds?  appeared  in  the  litdited  area  to  the  west  and  they  slowly 
settled  to  the  ground,  and  disappeared. 

The  rain  seemed  u^tural,  1 can't  explain  exactly  what  1 mean,  but  1 
did  see  level  clouds  to  the  nortfc  and  west  and  it  app-  ared  they  were  stationary  and  did 
not  look  like  rain  wao  ecadng  from  them,  but  still  it  waa  raining  in  that  direction.
